8. (original) A circular saw blade as claimed in claim 6 vvherein each tooth has a lateral 
side and the blade portion has a plane and a lateral clearance angle is defined by the tooth 
lateral side and a plane from the leading edge parallel to the plane of the blade portion and 
the lateral clearance angle is between about 1.5/and about 5 degrees. 

9. (original) A circular saw blade as claimed/in claim 8 wherein the lateral clearance angle 
is about 2.5 degrees. 

10. (original) A circular saw blade as claimed in claim 1 wherein the positive rake is in a 
range between about 20 and about 45 degrees. 

1 1 . (original) A circular saw bladjfi as claimed in claim 10 wherein the positive rake is 
about 40 degrees, 

12. (original) A circular sav/blade as claimed in claim 1 wherein each tooth defines a 
cutting radius and a tooth/top and a relief angle is defined by the cutting radius and the 
tooth top and the relief angle is between about 5 and about 15 degrees. 



13. (original) A circular saw blade as claimed in claim 1 wherein each tooth has a lateral 
side and the blade/portion has a plane and a lateral clearance angle fs defined by the tooth 
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lateral side and a plane from the leading edge parallel to the plane of the bjsije portion and 
the lateral clearance angle Is between about 1.5 and about 5 degrees. 

14. (original) A circular saw blade as claimed in claim 1 wherehyfhe dimple is generally 
hemispherical shaped. 

15. (original) A circular saw blade, as claimed in claim/1 wherein the dimple is generally 
conical shaped. 

16. (original) A circular saw blade as claimejnn claim 1 wherein the dimple is generally 
hemispherical shaped with truncated sides 

1 7. (original) A circular saw blade a/clalmed in claim 1 wherein the dimple is generally 
shell shaped. 

18. (original) A circular saw tflade as claimed in claim 1 wherein the dimple is generally 
elongate linear three sidetfaimple. 



19. (original) A circular saw blade as claimed in claim 1 wherein the dimple is a generally 
an inverse pyramid shaped dimple.
